OTHER  DISEASES. 


G~ENERAL;  During  the  year  there  were  one  thousand  and  seventy'^f our  cases 
norAfied  as  compared  v/ith  five  hundred  and  seventy-one  during  19‘^D.  The 
increase  was  principally  due  to  measles,  seven  himdred  and  twanty-seven 
cases  being  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever;  Fifty-eight  cases  were  notified  compared  vd.th  one  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  in  the  year  1940.  The  majority  of  the  cases  occurred  in 
young  school-children  during  the  early  part  of  the  year,  but  in 
September  there  v/as  an  outbreak  at  a  childrens’  home  and  fifteen  cases 
occurred  amongst  the  inmates.  The  infection  v/as  .  introduced  from  London, 
as  was  the  case  with  another  childrens’  home  where  there  v/ere  five  cases. 
All  the  cases  v^rere  of  a  mild  type,  and  forty-eight  T/ere  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital,  Only  eight  cases  were  notified  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year, 

Whoopinr  Cough;  One  hundred  and  forty-seven  cases  were  notified  compared 
with  seven  cases  during  the  previous  year.  Five  of  these  cases  received 
hos'pital  treatment.  The  majority  of  the  cases  v/ere  notified  durinO  'tbe 
period  from  February  to  July.  There  v/ere  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria;  Nine  cases  vrere  notified  compared  with  forty-one  during  1940* 
All  these  cases  v/ere  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  made  a  good 
recovery.  During  the  last  seven  months  of  the  year  not  one  case  uns 
notified.  Diphtheria  Prophylaxis  A  scheme  of  immunisation  was 
commenced  in  January  and  the  position  at-  the  end  of  the  year  was  that 
3525  children  out  of  an  estimated  child  population  of  5100,  a  percentage 
of  69*1,  had  been  iramimised.  Of  the  under  five  year  old  cMldren  7^9  out 
of  1490,  or  a  percentage  of  51'^  had  been  treated,  and  of  the  children 
betY/een  5  a^d  15  years  of  age  275^  out  of  3^10,  or  a  percentage  of  7^°3 
had  been  done.  These  results  may  be  described  as  satisfactory,  but  I 
should  like  to  see  a  larger  percentage  of  the  children  under  five  years 
of  age  inmunised.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  ensure  this.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  none  of  the  nine  cases  notified  as  siiffering 
from  diphtheria  ha.d  been  imnund.sed,  - 

Measles;  iin  epidemic  of  measles  commenced  in  November  1949  and  during 
1941  110  less  than  seven  hundred  and  tv/ent.y-s^jven  cases  v/ere  notificdo 
The  epidemic  faded  out  in  early  April,  and  only  tv/elve  cases  v/ere 
notified  during  the  last  eight  months  of  the  year.  Generally  speald.ng 
the  disease  waa  of  a  mild  type  and  chiefly  affected  the  cliildren  of  the 
5  to  10  age  group.  Three  cases  received  hospital  treatment.  There  Yrere 
no  deaths. 

Pneumonia ;  Nineteen  cases  were  notified  as  compared  v/ith  tv/enty-eight 
cases  during  the  previous  year^  Five  of  these  cases  v/ere  removed  to 
hospital.

Cerebro  Spineil  Fever;  One  case  was  notified  as  compared  with  'two  cases 
durinr;  1940.

Ophthalmia  Noonatorum;  One  case  was  notified  duidnr;  Decbmhcr  and'  was 
dealt  Yidth  hy  the  l.iatcmity  Dopa.rtnent  of  the  Coxmty  Conncil, 

Erysipelas;  Two  cases  Yrepe  notified  compared  -with  tv/elve  diirin^  1940. 

Both  these  cases  wore  treated  at  home  and  made-,  fjood  progress, 

Cliickenpox;  One  hundred  and  nine  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  one 
hundred  and  seventy-six  during  the  previous  year.  Host  of  the  cases  were 
notified  during;;  the  summer  months.  Nearly  all  the  cases  vrere  of  a  mild 
type  and  occurred  in  children  hclovY  the  are  of  ton  years.  A  few 
adolescents  and  adults  in  the  early  tv/enties  were  notified. 

I.'Ialaria;  One  case  v/as  notified,  the  patient,  heins  en  Indian  subject  who 
had  contracted  the  disea.se  abroad, 

U'ndulant  Fever;  No  cases  Yraro  brou^'ht  to  my  notice. 

Epidemic  Catarrhal  Jaimdice;  No  cases  were  broup’ht  to  mj^  notice, 
Vaccina.tibi'i;  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Regulations  of  1917. 

2.  CANCER;  There  T/as  no  abnormal  prevalence.  There  were  34  deaths  durinc 
the  year.,  sixteen  beinc  males  and  eighteen  females.

I  bey  to  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report  on  the  vork  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  During’  the  j^ear  '1941  some  routine  uork 
a'cain  had  to  be  curtailed,  but  .all  essential  matters-  received  attention. 

The  sumniar^r  gives  full  statistical  details  of  the 'work  carried  out  but  the 
follo'wing  matters  are  worthy  of  mention®  ■ 

A  considerable  amount,  of  time  had  to  be  sx^ent  in  ensuring  that 
factories  were  provided  with  sufficient  sanitary  accommo-dation  to  meet 
altered  circumstances.  Many  factories  had  not  previously  cmplox^d  female 
labour,  consequently  in  some  cases  considerable  alterations  vrore 
necessary,,  Fortunately/-  the  high  standard  of  accommodation  that  alrea.dy 
existed  did  help  to  mitigate  the  difficulties, 

.The  increased  keeping  of  rabbits,  poultry  and  other  utility 
livestock  .led  to  extra,  work  in  .an  endee.vour  to  pro.vent  as  far  as 
practicable  potential  nuisances  and  rat  infestation.  No  serious  infestations, 
occurred. 

One  local  firm  was  "a"  x^ioneer  in  the  treatment  of  food  i78.ste  for 
pig  and  poultry  food.  The  results  acliieved  were  encouraging,  and  it  woud.d 
a'ppear  that  provided  the  raw  Yfaste  was  received  fresh  and  in  good 
condition,  the  treatment  could  be  carried  out  Y/ith  little  nuisance,  and 
the  rsultant  product  was  satisfactory,  A  close  \mtch  vras  maintained  on  the 
food  supplies  throughout  the  year.  No  less  than  1,293  hours  were  spent 
at  the  Regional  Slaughterhouse,  the  total '■  number  of  animals  inspected  being 
4t,230,  Regular  inspections  v/ere.made  of  the  wholesale  meat  depot  and  of 
all  food, premises.  The  maintenance  of  our  usual  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  of  the  milk  su^Dply  proved  difficult  -^o  sa.y  the  least.  T.he 
shortage  of  proper  labour  at  fair.!  and  dairy/-,  and  difficulties  with  transport 
p/ro-vln'^  troublesome  to  farmer  aiid  dairyman  alike.  One  dairy/man  appeared 
before  .the  Council  to  shew  cause  why  his  Registration  as  a  Retail  purvey/-or 
of  milk,  should  not  bo  cancelled.  The  dairyi'.Bn  gave  an  undertaling  uo 
fully  .comply  "V'/ith  the  xaro-visions  of  the  Orders,  and  the  Council  decided 
not  to  .proceed  for  the  -tirao  being,
